Officers whatſoever, are required to give their uttermoſt Aide 
and Aſſiſtance to all that are tmployed in the ſaid Ser vice, foꝛ 
their better and moꝛe ſpeedie free and ſafe Paſſage : And to ap⸗ 
gehend all ſuch as by colour of any Warrant oꝛ other Autho⸗ 
ritie whatſoever , ſhall endeavour oꝛ go about to hinder any 
that are imployed about the ſame, and them to apprehend, and 
inſafe cuſtodie to ſend up to the Parliament.
